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1 . Applicant should amend claim 30 as follows: 

Claim 30, line 7, change the phrase "a the desired speed" to -at the desired 
speed--. 

2. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fuller. 
Claim 30 is basically same as that of claim 1 5. In response to the first office 

action, applicant has amended claim 15 but not claim 30. Why applicant did not amend 
claim 30 is unclear. Further, applicant did not present any argument with the rejection 
of claim 30 or present any argument why claim 30 is allowable over Fuller's teaching. 

In view of the foregoing reason, the examiner maintains the same rejection of 
claim 30 as being unpatentable over Fuller. 

3. Claims 1 -1 3, 1 5-17, 1 9-29, 33-35 are allowable.
